4. To choose two or more highway agents, one of which 
shall have the care and maintenance of the trunk line read, 
under the supervision of the State Highway Departinent. 


5. To choose all other necessary officers. 


6. ‘To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary for the following purposes; to defray town 
charges; for repairs of highways and bridges; for care of 
cemeteries; and for Memorial Day.

7. ‘To raise and appropriate such sum of money as may — 
be necessary to obtain State Aid for building State road, and 
designate on what road’ said joint money shall be expended. 

8. ‘To raise and appropriate such sum of money as may 
be necessary for maintenance of State road. 
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9. By petition of Bertha H. Stevenson and 22 others: 
To see if the town will vote to screen the windows in the 
town hall and raise and appropriate a sum of money suffi- 
cient to do the same, such screens to be properly taken care 
of by the Janitor of the hall. 

10. ‘To see if the town will vote to instruct the next rep- 
resentative to the next legislature, to endeavor to procure 
an act prohibiting the use of rifles in the town of Fremont. 

11. By request of State Forester: To see if the town will 
appoint a committee to investigate the feasibility of establish- 
ing a town forest and make recommendations at the regular 
town meeting in March, 1925. 

12. ‘To transact any other business that may legally come 
before the meeting.

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The total of the budget for 1923-24 was $6,887.00, which 
was raised by taxation and paid to the School District Treas- 
urer; also $74.30 collected from dog licenses and $930.40 re- 
ceived from the State on the State Aid Plan. This last amount 
was something that we could not plan on at the last School 
District meeting in March 1923, so to protect our School 
year we had to raise the total amount of the budget, for the 
estimated cost of the Schools for the full year by taxation, 
which made the following amount available for school pur- 


poses.

You will note in budget for 1924-25 that we have applied 
$1,000 to the out of town tuitions, cutting that sum down 
from the last budget. This will leave us an estimated balance 
of $540.00 in our treasury to start the new school year. 

The budget for 1294-25 is $5,568.00 that the school dis- 
trict is to raise against $6,887.00 in the 1923-24 budget, or 
a saving to the taxpayers of $1,320.00. Do not get the idea 
that the cost of schools is any less, we are simply giving the 
taxpayers the benefit this year of a large balance on hand.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


:; : February 6, 1924. 
To the School Board and Citizens of Fremont: 

This is my fourth annual report and is for the year be- 
ginning July 1, 1922, and ending June 30, 1923. Although 
the statistical portions cover only that period, this verbal 
report extends into the present school year. 


EXCELLENT ATTENDANCE. 


Reference to the attendance statistics given below show 
these two facts: 1. In spite of the fact that last winter was 
one of great severity and much snow the percentage of at- 
tendance, 96.2%, is the highest record ever made in this 
town. ‘This means that each pupil was absent 13 half-days; 
the State average was 21 half-days. 

2. Tardiness was only half as much in Fremont as in the 
rest of the State, and the unexcelled record of last year was 
again equaled. 

Good attendance is the cheapest way of increasing the effi- 
ciency of our schools. Both parents and teachers deserve the 
credit. 


1846 COMPARED WITH 1923. 


A set of examination papers was discovered which were 
written by the 9th grade pupils of Springfield, Mass., in 
1846, in arithmetic and spelling. The same arithmetic test 
and an equivalent spelling test were given to all 8th grade 
pupils in November, 1923, with the following results in Fre- 
mont: | |

In 1846 there was no compulsory attendance law, and the. 
over-age and dull pupils dropped out of school and were not 
present to take the test in 1846. In 1923 that class of pupils 
were required by law to remain in school, and their scores 
are included in the results given. What are your conclusions 
in regard to school progress? 


THREE YEARS OF PROGRESS. 


We have been giving standard tests in our schools for three 
years now, and it is possible to show accurately the progress 
made in the various subjects. A few typical figures are given 
here. The arithmetic shows the number of problems in frac- 
tions solved correctly in 3 minutes from the Cleveland Tests; 
letter writing shows the number of errors per hundred words; 
language shows the number of sentences from Charter’s Diag- 
nostic Language Test, Misc. B, rightly corrected.

The figures given above show an average gain in efficiency 
in 3 years of 61%. If this rate of gain existed during the 
two preceding years, and there is no reason for not believing 
so, the total gain in the 5 years is a full 100%. This gain 
will continue into the future and totally eclipse the percent 
of increase in school costs.

70% Rural schools are this much nearer equal 
to city schools. 
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And in spite of these great gains, school costs have but 
kept pace with the increased cost of living, and this would 
have been equally true under earlier laws. 

Only 8 other states have as small a state tax for education 
as does New Hampshire.
